reported to me that the epidemic of 
measles 
which has been 
prevailing 
in your valley has spread to your 
neighboring 
county 
of 
Gila 
In 
view of the importance of this dis 
ease as a cause of death 
and 
to 
the fact that it is to a large extent 
preventable 
I 
would 
like 
you 
to 
print the following in your paper at 
an early date 
Though 
usually 
considered 
a 
trifling malady 
the reports of the 
Census Bureau show that it actually 
causes fifty times more deaths in the 
United State than smallpox and that 
the actual deaths from measles were 
only seven 
less than frpm scarlet 
fever 
This is not to say that meas 
les is a more dangerous disease than 
scarlet fever or smallpox 
for if the 
latter were allowed to spread the 
way measles 
is allowed 
to spread 
the 
deaths 
from 
those 
diseases 
would be far greater in number 
But people have held the view 
too 
long that it is a good thing for chil 
dren to have the disease and have it 
over with and it is high time that 
they got rid of this idea 
It would seem almost ridiculous 
for 
anyone to urge such a course 
with reference to smallpox in this 
day and generation yet it is only a 
little over a century since
